Madrid. March 29 (AP). — Both 
Spanish government and insurgent 
aircraft kept up bombing operations 
but no wide-spread Easter Sunday 
fighting was evident between land 
forces disputing possession of the 
Iberian peninsula. 
Madrid was quiet, but it witnessed 
a war-like Easter parade. Machine­ 
gun companies marched in the maul 
streets, girls dressed in yellow and 
blue and wearing red caps walking 
at the head of each outfit. 
The principal streets were crowded 
but 
a 
war 
atmosphere 
prevailed 
throughout the besieged capital. 
Warships Bomb Rebel Ports 
Reports to Madrid said* a flotilla 
of government 
warships 
returned 
safely to Cartagena Harbor after 
bombarding Malaga and Motril and 
other points occupied by the insur­ 
gents in their February offensive 
along the southern Mediterranean 
coast. 
The government squadron cruised 
up and down the coast in concen­ 
trated action, also hurling bombs 
into Mel ilia, Spanish Morocco. 
An insurgent plane overtook the 
ships as they returned to Cartegena, 
but was chased off by government 
aircraft that accompanied the flo­ 
tilla. 
The flotilla commander reported 
his shells struck important military 
objectives at Malaga and Motril, but 
extent of the damage was not as­ 
certained.
